(AP)-War is 


evil. War is ugly. War is wrong. 


Most of all, however, war is 


boring and wasteful.

Looters raided damaged shops 


and stores throughout the city. 


Numerous injuries — most

overtime to treat the injured. 


Miami and Miami Beach, a 


city of plush homes and swanky 
resort hotels just across storm- 
t o s s e d ' Bixcayne Bay, were 
plunged into darkness by power 
failures.

Minutes after the . hurricane 


struck, the only electric'lights 
in the normally brilliantly lit 
cities shone dimly from hospi- 
tals and other buildings with 
auxiliary power.

Hard Battle

WASHINGTON AP) - It's 


not so much what's happened as 
what hasn't 
happened 
that's 


kept political interest bubbling 
between the Republicans' con- 
vention in July and next week's 
Democratic convention in Atlan- 
tic City. 


What hasn't 
happened 
has 


been answers to questions like 
these which have taken up a lot 
newspaper space: 


Will Atty. Gen. Robert 
F. 


Kennedy run for the Senate 
from New York where he is not 
a resident? "Who's 
President 


Johnson's choice for his vice 
presidential running-mate? Will 
Johnson and Sen. Barry Gold- 
water ever debate? 


These uncertainties shouldn't 


last long since Johnson 
will 


have to give an answer on de- 
bating, Kennedy will have to an- 
nounce his decision soon and 
Johnson's running-mate will be 
named before the convention 
ends. 


But while Johnson and Gold- 


water 
have butted heads in 


these past five weeks neither 
man has quickened pulses with 
the brilliance of his political ut- 
terances. 


In this cahipaign there may 


be some brilliant political ma- 
neuvering but hardly brilliant 
statements since neither John- 
son nor Goldwater is polished in 
phrase or delivery. 


There's a good explanation for 


the small excitement so far. 
Both men have had to us ethese 
weeks preparing for the cam- 
paign 
which starts rolling in 


September. 


Beside 
their organizational 


problems, 
Goldwater had 
to 


spend time trying to restore uni- 
ty to the Republican party white 
Johnson had a lot to keep busy 
with in Congress. His record 
there will be a big campaign 
item. 


Nevertheless, it's the way tha 


two men have butted heads 
which foreshadows if not a spar- 
kling 
campaign,

Goldwater and his team have

Is Healthy, 
Doctor Says

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson, 56 years old to- 
day, has his party's overwhelm- 
ing endorsement for another 
lerm in office and his doctors' 
assurance he is physically fit 
for "an active vigorous life." 


For a birthday party, he was 


assured 
a 
rousing reception 


from the Democratic National 
Convention 
in Atlantic City, 


where he goes tonight to accept 
formally the full-term nomina- 
tion handed him without contest 
Wednesday night. 


The verdict of four doctors on 


his physical condition as dis- 
closed by the President Wednes- 
day as he led newsmen on a 4'/a- 
mile hike, talking as he circled 
15 laps around the back drive- 
way of the White House. 


Loping easily along in the 


high-humidity heat Jonson con- 
vinced less-athletic newsmen of 
the doctors' finding that 
his 


"exercise tolerance continues to 
be superb" despite 
a serious 


heart attack in 1955. 


He took a few more fast laps 


later with his choice for a run- 
ning mate, Sen. Hubert H, Hum- 
phrey of Minnesota; took time 
out for an 
informal birthday 


party at which his staff present- 
ed him with a desk; and capped 
an active day with a flight to 
the convention city which lasted 
into, the early morning hours. 


In Ihe course of the 90-minute

Hope, member of the Moham- 
med Temple, 34 of Little Rock, 
attended the 63rd annual session 
of the Imperial Council of the 
Mystic Shrine and 53rd annual 
session of the Daughters of Isis, 
in Kiel auditorium, St. Louis, 
Mo. on August 16.

and Dr. James M. 


Young, an Army doctor on the 
White House staff.

Indians Edge 
Orioles; Yanks 
Are Defeated

The Baltimore Orioles will be 


lucky if they can get out of the 
Cleveland Indians' eighth inning 
with the American League pen- 
nant. 


The Indians edged the first- 


place Orioles 3-2 Wednesday 
night, scoring two runs in the 
eighth inning for the victory. 
The loss, coupled with Chicago's 
2-1, 12-inning triumph ever Min- 
nesota, sliced Baltimore's lead 
to one percentage point over the 
second-place White Sox. 


The victory, the Indians' sixth 


straight, increased their season 
edge over Baltimore to 10-5, 
making them the only team to 
hold an edge over the league- 
leders. 
More 
specifically, 


though, the Indians have won 
five of the last six games with 
Baltimore in the eighth inning. 


A five-run outburst in the 


eighth Tuesday night brought

Few Dollars 
Going to S. 
America

NEW YORK (AP)-Yankee 


tourist dollars have been flow- 
Ing freely to Mexico and the 
Caribbean but South America is 
getting 
comparatively few of 


them. And with American tour- 
ism a growing industry, wooed 
by many countries, the conti- 
nent to the south may be miss- 
ing a good bet. 


That is the opinion of banking 


economists specializing in the 
financial relations of the West- 
ern Hemisphere. Their conclu- 
sion is that South American 
countries just aren't trying hard 
enough to get their share, 


Americans last year 
spent 


$448 million in Mexico. U.S. 
travelers, mostly tourists, spent 
$150 million in 1963 in the Carib- 
jean area. About 100,000 Ameri- 
cans spent $56 million traveling 
in South America, and a good 
part of that probably was spent 
on business trips rather 
than 


tourist jaunts. 


The South American share of 


the total U.S. expenditure on 
tourist travel last year was only 
2.5 per cent, little changed in 
the last five years when Ameri- 
can travel abroad was increas- 
ing by leaps and bounds. 


The Department of Commerce 


reports U.S. residents last year 
spent $3.2 billion in travel out of 
the country, much for pleasure 
though some for business. This 
was a gain of 11 per cent over 
1962. 


Admittedly, Mexico and the 


islands to the south have the ad- 
vantage o f closeness and less 
expensive 
transportation cost. 


But economists at the Chase 
Manhattan Bank of New York 
say that equally important have 
been the efforts made to attract 
tourists. These include advertis- 
ing and setting up information 
centers in the United States, as 
well as upgrading hotel, dining 
and transportation facilities. 


The bank economists report: 
"Last year, Mexican exports 


totaled $982 million, while tour- 
ism form all countries pulled in 
some $655 million. This permit- 
ted the country to show a $144- 
miilion surplus in its over-all 
balance of payments." 


Jamaica is another example. 


Its total merchandise 
exports 


last year came to $26 million, 
but receipts from U.S. tourists 
were $40 million. 


The economists say Venezuela 


and Colombia have made some 
efforts to get in on the gravy, 
but the rest of South America 
has done very little.

Few Recall 
Montgomery 
Bus Incident

DETROIT (AP) _ in U1C rnsh 


of headlines over passage of the 
Civil,Rights Act, over deaths in 
Mississippi and riots in liarlcm 
over sit-ins and stall-ins and In 
white backlash, perhaps few 
people today, white or Negro, 
remember a December evening 
on a Montgomery bus. 


And yet the American Negro 


may have traveled farther and 
faster that night in Alabama 
than he did on the long road up 
from slavery or on the short 
dramatic march down Pennsyl- 
vania and Constitution Avenues 
in Washington, D.C., last sum- 
mer. 


Even today, nine years later, 


the details of that evening arc 
so lacking in drama and emo- 
tion content as to seem hardly 
the stuff of which history is 
made. 


It was shortly after 5:30 p.m. 


and getting dark when seam- 
stress Rosa Parks put aside a 
pile of new suits waiting altera- 
tions at her work bench in the 
Montgomery Fair department 
store and walked a weary half- 
block to the bus stop on Court 
Square. 


She boarded the bus and took 


a seat about halfwayd own in 
the first seat behind the forward 
section reserved for white peo- 
ple. As was the prevailing cus- 
tom and law at the time, Ne- 
groes yielded their seals and 
moved progressively toward the 
rear as more seats were needed 
to accommodate white patrons. 


Rosa Parks paid no attention 


that particular evening to the 
other 
passengers. 
The white 


section wasn't full yet and her 
thoughts were of home, 15 min- 
utes away, where her husband, 
Raymond, a. barber, was busy 
getting together dinner. 


The first stop brought an in- 


flux of passengers who dutifully

Parks moved to Detroit to be 
with her mother, Leona McCaii- 
ley, and her brother, who works 
in an automobile factory. The 
decision, she said, had nothing 
to do with the Montgomery boy- 
cott. Soon after she arrived, her 
husband found a job as a bar- 
ber. She did sewing and altera- 
tion work at home for a lime, 
but recently found a dressmak- 
ing job in a small factory. 


"I don't feel a great deal of 


difference 
here, 
personally," 


she said in an interview. "Hous- 
ing segregation is just as bad, 
and it seems more noticeable in 
the large cities. There is so 
much gradualism, I'm in favor 
of any move to show that we arc 
dissatisfied and still haven't re- 
ceived our rights as citizens." 


Mrs. Parks, 51, has not given 


up the fight. She is vice presi-

Viet Nam Is 
Trying to 
Halt Unrest

SAIGON, South Viet 
Nam 


(AP) — Struggling to end popu- 
lar unrest, Maj. Gen. Nguyen 
Khanh assembled 
South Viet 


Nam's ruling military junta to- 
day to designate a new head of 
the nation. 


He was expected to get the 
job. 


Although Khanh bowed 
to 


Buddhist and student mobs by 
giving up the presidency and 
scrapping the new constitution 
Tuesday, he clung to power as 
head of the junta. 


As the junta haggled, fears 


rose that the Communist Viet 
Cong may take advantage of the 
crisis by attacking the capital 
itself. Intelligence reports indi- 
cate that the Communists may 
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have more than 20,000 troops 
around Saigon. 


Diplomats described 37-year- 


old Khanh as confident he could 
weather the storm. 


The 60 eencrals and colonels 


of 
South Viet 
Nam's 
U.S.- 


backed armed forces met under 
heavy guard at general staff 
headquarters near Saigon Air- 
port. 


Among them was Maj. Gen. 


Duong Van Minh, the popular 
Buddhist who directed the over- 
throw of President Ngo Dinh 
Diem last November. Minh was 
ousted as figurehead chief of 
state in Khanh's Aug. 16 shak- 
eup, which precipitated the cur- 
rent crisis, ' 


Minh did not attend the junta 


session 10 clays ago when Khanh 
moved up from premier to pres- 
ident and received dictatorial 
powers under the new constitu- 
tion. 


Also present; today were four 


generals — including three sus- 
pected of favoring neutraliza- 
tion of South Viet Nam — who 
were placed under house arrest 
after Khanh seized power last 
Jan. 30. 


Although student leaders in 


Saigon promised to accept the 
decision of the military revolu- 
tionary council, turmoil contin- 
ued in at least two cities. 


Reports from Da Nang, a 


coastal city 380 miles north of 
the capitol, told of heavy firing 
around the government com- 
munications center. The center 
was evacuated.

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. (AP) 


— The Democrats have laid 
down, in a speech and a plat- 
form, the main lines they will 
pursue in the 1964 campaign. 


But the platform showed the 


controlling hand of President 
Johnson, even though he was 
still in Washington, as much by 
what it iefl unsaid as by what 
it pinpointed. 


It's a compromise document 


plainly intended to prevent par- 
ty-shattering splits. Particularly 
it tries to avoid alienating Ne- 
groes 
or 
Southerners, 
city- 


dwellers or farmers. 


Yet, the very conscious, and 


apparently successful search for 
harmony here is going to make 
the Democrats' 
get - together 


even duller than last month's 
Republican convention, where 
(he forces of Sen. Barry Gold- 
water completely dominated the 
show. 


Here are those main lines vot- 


ers can expect the Democrats 
to follow: 


1. Americans never had it so

World War II, the platform 
omitted any demand for naw 
civil rights legislation. 


Even though Goldwater voted 


against the 1964 civil rights bill, 
the Republican platform on this 
subject seemed a little stronger 
than the Democrats. 


While it promised "full im- 


plementation and faithful execu- 
tion of the civil rights act of 
1964," it went on to promise 
"such additional . . . legislative 
actions as may be required." 


But the Democrats' platform 


entirely ducked —

i Johnson's hand was plainly at 


work — any mention . of the 
problem of reapportioning state 
legislative districts on the basis 
of population. 


The Supreme Court had or- 


dered this to give all voters a 
more equal voice in their legis- 
latures. It could wreck some 
present state political machines. 
There is'a fight now in Congress 
to postpone or entirely block the . 
court's decree. 


The Democratic platform not 


only didn't back up the court, it

mentioned

ment. A Platform Committee 
source said Johnson had sent 
word he wanted no reference to 
the subject because in his view 
any position the platform took 
would alienate city voters or 
farm voters.

50 Banks Can 
MeetStock 
New Rule

NEW YORK (AP) - the new 


York Stock Exchange figures 
there are about 50 of the na- 
tion's banks large enough t.o 
meet its requirements for stock 
listing. Only a few have shown 
interest, so far, and only one has 
applied. For the time being, the 
stocks of most will continue to 
be traded over the counter. 


Part of the roadblock is hesi- 


tancy by the banks themselves 
and part is a battle over rules 
governing trading in slocks of 
nationally chartered banks. 


The reason 
the stock ex- 


change thinks banks, as well as 
many other large corporations, 
may now seek listing is the 
signing into law last week of the 
Securities Acts Amendments of 
1964. These require large firms 
to publish more complete finan- 
cial information than most of 
these unlisted ones now do, and 
thus would'bring them close to 
meeting rules laid, clown by the 
exchange itself. 


Large unlisted industrial cor- 


porations frorh now on will have 
to file the newly required infor- 
mation with the Securities & 
Exchange Commission, banks 
with 
the 
federal 
regulatory 


agencies, and insurance compa- 
nies with their home stale insui 
ance commissioners. 


But Comptroller of Currency 


James J. Saxon, before approv- 
ing listing of national banks, 
wants the New York Stock Ex- 
change to make exceptions in 
some of its trading rules to la- 
vor bank stocks. 


One demand is fot- more dis- 


closure of the activities of spe- 
cialists making a market for 
bank stocks than is required of 
specialists in industrial stocks. 
He dlso wants bank stock to 
be traded both on the exchange 
and over the counter. And he 
doesn't want trading in bank- 
stocks 
halted temporarily to 


match orders, as in the case of 
industrial stocks in a trading 
rush, lest the delay alarm ner- 
vous depositors. 


But Saxon's approval isn't a 


concern 
of 
state 
chartered 


banks. And the nation's state- 
chartered 
largest, the Chase 


Manhattan Bank of New York, 
has applied for listing. 


At present four bank holding 


companies and some savings 
and loan associations are listed 
on the exchange, but no com- 
mercial bank has been since 
1954. In that year, the only one,

ers. Henry Ford II is a notable 
example. 
This auto magnate 


never before backed a Demo- 
crat for the presidency, but he's 
backing Johnson. 


Any attempt to build a con- 


sensus inevitably involves a del- 
icate balancing act — some- 
thing at which Johnson is an old 
hand. 


But 
if 
Johnson 
now 
has 


friends that would have seemed 
unlikely nine months ago, 
he 


also has lost friends. 


Although his steadfast sup- 


port for the civil rights cause 
has cost him some support he 
is counting on his personal as- 
sessment that the ideal of racial 
justice is supported by the great 
majority of voters. And he rare- 
ly fails to appeal directly to 
those who resist the idea. 


Racial justice is a key goal of 


Johnson's Great Society which, 
he says, would bring 
"abun- 


dance and liberty for all." 


The Great Society also repre- 


sents the better life—"a place 
where every family has a roof 
over its head, a rug on the 
floor, a picture on the wall and 
a little music in the house." 


And he is deeply committed 


to 
his 
antipoverty 
program 


which Gpldwater has labeled a 
vote-getting scheme. 


There are other Great Society 


proposals, too, that surely will 
be debated during the cam- 
paign: health insurance for the 
aged, aid to education, expand- 
ed minimum wage coverage; in 
fact a broad gamut of social 
measures. And the Republicans 
have made it clear that they 
will be talking about foreign 
policy. 


Greater rtress on economy in 


government is one of the per- 
sonal touches that Johnson has 
added to the program he inher- 
ited from Kennedy. The poverty 
program also was fashioned un- 
der his direction.
